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DI SALLE TELLS 
CONGRESS PRICE 


GUNTROLS MUST | 
BE TIGHTENED! 


Key Point Is Curbing 
Costs to Farmers to 
Keep Food From Ris- 
ing, He Says — Cites 
Fresh Vegetables. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP)— 
Price Director Michael V. Di Salle 
told Congress today ‘that price 
curbs must be tightened to pro- 
tect the nation against runaway 
inflation. 

At the same time he announced 
he is setting up a top-level com- 
mittee to hunt for places where 
decontrol may be possible. 

The key point, Di Salle’ said, is 
control of the costs of farmers. 

“Unless we are successful in 
controlling farmers’ costs,” he 
said, “food prices could easily rise 
significantly during the next year 
—and food prices are key items 
in maintaining the well-being and 
morale of our workers.” 

Heard by Joint Committee, 

Di Salle, director of the Office 
of Price Stabilization, testified 
before a Senate-House committee 
' studying President Truman’s eco- 
nomic report. 

He stressed these points: 

1. Very large price increases 
for fresh vegetables have helped 
push the cost of food to a record 
high.” 

“These startling advances,” he 
said, “have occurred in prices of 
some foods on which we have so 
far been legally unable to put 
ceilings.” 

2. Farmers’ costs have been 
going up steadily — particularly 

- for feed grains and labor. 

3. Wages will go up unless food 
prices are held in check. Di Salle 
pointed out that “some 3,000,000 
workers have their wages form- 
ally tied to the consumers’ price 
index.” 

4. There is much pressure for 
decontrol. He said he is “con- 
vinced that we should not prop- 
erly take the risk of any major 
decontrol. I cannot stress strongly 
enough the dangers of premature 
decontrol.” 

5. Di Salle plans to appoint a 
top-level OPS committee to keep 
a close check on the price situ- 
ation and study the possibilities 
of decontrol. 

Leaving Post in February. - 

He noted that he will leave his 
post as OPS director some time 

late in February to run -for 
United States Senator in Ohio. 

As examples of the sharp rise 
in vegetable prices, Di Salle 
pointed to wholesale cabbage 
prices now at 289 ‘per cent of 
those of last January and ‘onions 

at 262 per cent. 

He also mentioned noticeable 
increases for lettuce, carrots, cel- 
ery, green beans and potatoes. 


“As high as meat prices are,” | 


Di Salle said,*“‘we are far from 
certain that they will not go 
higher where prices are below the 
minimum ceilings we can set.” 
Quotes Union Leaders. 

As to wages, Di Salle observed 
that union leaders have often said 
they prefer stable prices to esca- 
lated wages, but that rising food 
costs have in recent months led 
directly to rising wages. 

Di Salle said OPS is still under 
“plenty of pressure to raise ceil- 
ings,” adding that more than 
1000 companies have filed reports 
and applications under the Cape- 
hart amendment for ceiling price 
rises on more than 5000 product 
lines. More are coming in every 
day, he said. 

Nathan P. Feinsinger, chairman 
of the Wage Stabilization Board, 
told the committee it is too early 
to pass final judgment on the ef- 
fectiveness of the wage board's 
policies. 

But, he said, comparisons with 
1950 indicates that wage controls 
“have contributed to a reduction 
in the rate of wage increases.”

RETAIL POTATO 
PRICES TO GO DOWN 
LATER IN WEEK 


Most St. Louis housewives will 
find the price of white potatoes 
later this week 10 to 12 per cent 
chéaper than last week as as re- 
sult of reductions in mark-ups 
allowed retailers by the Office 
of Price Stabilization, which went 
into effect today. 

At one independent store, the 
price of potatoes last week was 10 
pounds for 89 cents. Under the 
newly reduced markup, the price 
will go tp 10 pounds for 77 cents, 
a reduction of 12 cents. In large 
chains the average markup will be 
somewhat lower than that permit- 
ted the small independents. 

. The reduction follows the fix- 
ing of price ceilings at the farm 
‘level last Jan. 19. An OPS offi- 
cial said the new mark-ups are 
average for the entire nation and 
are believed to be about normal 
as well as “fair and equitable.”

“No More Safety.” 

“If Congress accepts your pro- 
posal,” Lewis told Schorr, 
“there'll be no more safety in the 
coal mines than in the last 50 
years.” 

He said the right of appeal was 
“inherent,” but that the operators 
offered “page after page of ju- 
dicial and legal verbiage ... to 
allow attorneys to plead for de- 
lay, for delay ad infinitum, ad 
nauseam ... While this slaughter 
of men in the coal mines con- 
tinues to go unabated.” 

Schorr, taken aback by Lewis’s 
unexpected verbal assault, replied 
that the mine leader’s impres- 
sions of the proposed amendment 
were “based on misconceptions,” 
adding that he resented Lewis’s 
implication “that we are not sin- 
cere.” 

“Not any more than I resent 
the continued murder of miners, 
by neglect and design; this is no 
time to quibble over the law,” 
Lewis replied gruffly, resuming 
his seat. 

Schorr, who said he spoke for 
operators producing about one- 
fifth of the coal industry’s total 
annual output of 500,000,000 tons, 
argued that an operator’s appeal 
to the courts, instead of to the 
federal mine director as proposed 
in the pending Neely bill, would 
give both parties a chance to 
“make a record.” The closed 
mine would remain closed pend- 
ing the appeal. 

For Blanket Power..: 


Lewis wants the law merely to 
give the United States Bureau 
of Mines blanket enforcement 
power for such rules as the bu- 
reau may issue and change from 
time to time. . 

Schorr said the operators he 
represented opposed ithe idea 
“that the power to write the fed- 
eral mine safety laws be delegated 
by Congress to an administrative 
agency.’ 

Schorr’s proposal constituted a 
split with the rest of the industry, 
represented by the National Coal 
Association, which adopted a reso- 
lution last week opposing further 
federal regulation and stating that 
safety rules should be enforced

For Creating Two Committees. 

The U.N. exchange plan calls 
for the creation of two commit- 
tees to handle details of trading 
prisoners and civilians. 

Three field grade officers from 
each side, plus a Red Cross rep- 
resentative as technical adviser, 
would be in charge of exchang- 
ing war. prisoners: A joint com- 
mittee of four field grade officers 
with a Rea Cross representative 
as non-voting chairman would su- 
pervise repatriation of civilians. 


Both committees would func- 
tion under the military armistice 
commission and would make their 
headquarters at Panmunjom. 


Red Cross representatives would 
interview all prisoners privately 
to determine whether they want 
to be repatriated. 

The proposal also provides that 
the Red Crass be permitted to 
visit all prison camps immediate- 
ly after an armistice is signed to 
distribute relief supplies and con- 
duct interviews. 

The last of the 14 Allied points 
provides that each side supply 
within, 10 days after an armistice 
is signed the names, nationality, 
rank and place of death and bur- 
ial of all prisoners who died 
while in. captivity. 

Airfield Issue Left Open. 


The Allied draft on truce su- 
pervision spelled out in detail the 
U.N. stand on points already 
agreed upon in principle. It left 
open for later settlement the ques- 
tion of whether the Reds have the 
right to build and repair military 
airfields in North Korea during 
an armistice. 


Chinese Maj. Gen. Hsieh Fang 
stressed that the Communists 
agreed to use the U.N. working 
— only as a basis for discus- 
sion, 

Under the U.N. proposal a 10- 
member military armistice com- 
mission and a six-nation neutral 
supervisory organization would be 
in charge of policing the truce. 

The U.N. plan would permit 
the rotation of 75,000 troops a 
month by each side and replen- 
ishment of aircraft, vehicles, guns 
and ammunition to the level ex- 
isting when an armistice is signed. 

So far the Reds have agreed to 
permit rotation of only 5000 
troops a month. 

The Allies would withdraw 
from 41 islands off North Korea, 
but would retain five islands 
south of the Thirty-eighth paral- 
lel which now are behind Red 
lines off western Korea. 

In the war, meanwhile, only 
light patrol contact was reported 
on the frozen 145-mile battle- 
front. Overcast skies sharply cur- 
tailed air action.

In the speech to which Cooper 
referred, Vishinsky accused the 
United States of preparing ag- 
gressive measures against Com- 
munist China along the south 
China borders. The Soviet diplo- 
mat then declared: 


“These illegal—flagranily ille- 
gal—acts of the United States, 
we can be quite sure, will be de- 
clared to be defensive measures 
against China’s aggression whenh- 
ever events begin to take their 
course on the southern borders of 
China, in Thailand, Burma and 
Yunnan province (of China).” 


Interpretation of Warning. 


Some delegates construed Vish- 
insky’s remarks as a warning that 
the Chinese Reds might use the 
charges of United States aggres- 
sion to justify new military ac- 
tion on the southern border. 


Today’s American. declaration 
indicated ‘that in case of such at- 
tack, the United States might call 
on the U.N. for unified military 
resistance such as that in Korea. 

Top military leaders of the 
United States, Britain and France 
met in Washington recently to 
discuss counter-moves to any Red 
aggression in Southeast Asia. 


British Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden, speaking Jan. 11 at 
Columbia University in New York, 
said that if Chinese Communists 
“intervened” in Southeast Asia, 
“in such an event the United Na- 
tions, ‘I trust, would be equally 
firm to resist it.” 


In calling attention to Vishin- 
sky’s accusation that the United 
States was transferring Chinese 
Nationalist troops to Thailand and 
North Burma for action against 
the Chinese Reds, Cooper pointed 
out that Russia had made similar 
charges against the United States 
to justify Red action in Korea. 
Cooper asked: 

“Do the false charges made by 
the Soviet representative on Jan. 
3 presage Communist aggression 
in Indochina or Thailand or 
Burma?”

THIEVES GET $33,000

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP)— 
Thieves made off with more than 
$33,000 worth of jewels belonging 
to 23-year-old Jean Kennedy last 
night. 

It was the third time in six 
years that jewel thieves got away 
with loot belonging to a daughter 
of Joseph P. Kennedy, former 
United States Ambassador to 
Britain. 

Miss Kennedy told police the 
jewels, insured for $33,975, were 
taken from a Cadillac convertible 
belonging to her brother, Robert. 
Her jewels had been put in her 
luggage, which was placed in the 
car for a trip to her home in 
Chicago. 

While the car was parked out- 
side the Georgetown home of her 
brother, thieves broke into the 
car, opened a traveling case and 
slit the cloth top of a bag con- 
taining the jewels. 

In 1946, thieves took $40,000 
worth of jewels from the home of 
the Marchioness of Hartington, a 
dahghter of Kennedy. Lady Hart- 
ington was killed in a plane crash 
in 1948. 

Another daughter of Kennedy, 
Eunice, lost $18,000 in gems from 
a hotel. . room in Chicago in 1950.

It appears likely that the Ohio 
may flood clear down to Cairo, 
Ill., where it joins the Mississippi.

However, 
Solicitor General Philip B. Perl- 
man had told the Supreme Court 
that another trial in New York 
would be “futile” under the rul- 
‘ing of ‘the second United States 
circuit court of appeals. 


Hearing is Next Step. 

The next step in the Washing- 
ton case will be a hearing to de- 
termine whether Miss Coplon was 
denied a fair trial because tele- 
phone conversations between her 
and her attorney were. tapped. 
Under the ruling of the District 
of Columbia court of appeals, she 
may Jhave a new trial if she can 
show there was such wiretapping. 
Perlman wanted the Supreme 
Court to order a new trial only if 
she could show that the intercep- 
tions, if any, really damaged her 
constitutional right to counsel.

1, Careless “partisans of 
peace” unwittingly helped cir- 
culate a leaflet published by the 
United States Information 
Service, which contained “defa- 
matory” criticism of Russia’s © 
peace record. What apparently 
fooled the comrades was the 
red cover and the reproduction 
of the Picasso peace dove,. fa- 
miliar trademark of the Mos- 
cow-directed campaign. 

2. Earlier, “naive” Commu- 
nists at Genoa and Florence 
were found to be teaching 
geography to their children 
from a Marshall plan atlas, 
without noticing its “shameless 
adulation of American imperial- 
ism.” Some comrades, head- 
quarters complained, even 
pinned up pages from the atlas 
on walls of their homes. 


The order, a tip-off that the 
Communists had discovered they 
had been tricked, lifted the 
secrecy which for weeks had sur- 
rounded the propaganda coup.

No Sign of Concession. 


He showed no inclination, how- 
ever, to budge from his. extreme 
nationalistic stand in demanding 
complete control over the oil 
wealth of the country, once a 
British asset. is message may 
have been aimed at feeling out 
the government of Prime Min-’ 
ister Churchill for a possible 
move at reconciliation. 

Mossadegh’s message was read 
later to newspaper men by Min- 
ister of Roads Javad Bushehri, 
who refuse to elaborate, saying 
“it speaks for itself.” ; 

The message said “the Iranian 
government and nation never de 
sired the slightest difference at 
any time th any government. 
I do not see why the British gov- 
ernment has not yet settled a 
task which could have been 
settled easily and through good . 
intentions.” 

Indirectly it urged Britain to 
change its course “so that these 
differences will be removed.”

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BOQ AUXILIARY POLICE 


to Have 7500 Members— 
Training Outlined. 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 


Six hundred auxiliary police- 
men, first recruits in a civil de- 
fense corps that eventually is to 
have 7500 members, were sworn 
in yesterday at the Police Acad- 
emy, 315 South Twelfth boule- 
vard. 

A training program, starting 


next Monday, is intended to de- 
velop the group into an effec- 
tive pool from which men could 
be taken on short notice for ap- 
pointment as special officers in 
the event of an atomic attack or 
other defense emergency. 

The new auxiliary officers re- 
peated an oath of allegiance read 
by Maurice G. Roberts, president 
of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners. He addressed the group, 
as did Chief of Police Jeremiah 
O’Connell and Raymond R. Tuck- 
er, city civil defense director. 

In the training program, a staff 
and command school will begin 
next Monday. Classes will meet 
for three hours, four nights a 
week for four weeks at the Police 
Academy. 

Then a grou, of instructors will 
take a special 18-hour course, fol- 
lowed by the basic auxiliary po- 
lice course of about 60 hours. 
Other members of the Auxiliary 
Police Service afterward will be 
given a basic course of instruc- 
tion, to be conducted at each of 
the 12 district police stations. 
The auxiliary police would be 
used during a bombing attack to 
maintain order, prevent looting 
and other criminal activity, avert 
panic and assist in traffic con- 
trol. 

Thirteen units of the auxiliary 
are planned. One will be organ- 
ized in each of the police dis- 
tricts, and the thirteenth will be 
composed of specialists such as 
doctors, sanitation experts, radio 
engineers and other professional 
men and technicians. 

Members of the new force in- 
clude many officers of the sup- 
plementary force which was or- 
ganized in 1941 and served dur- 
ing World War II with a comple- 
ment of about 1800 men. How- 
ever, all of the new auxiliaries, 
whether members of the wartime 
service or not, have*had to pass 
a screening process and be inves- 
tigated in the same manner as 
regular police officers. 

Applicants for the auxiliary 
service must be male citizens, at 
least 21 years old, who live and 
work in St. Louis. Applicants are 
investigated first by district police 
officers, then by the office of the 
Inspector of Police and finally by 
the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners. Each is fingerprinted and 
photographed and a check is made 
to see if he has a criminal rec- 
ord. ’

The federal grand jury inves- 
tigating the official ‘conduct of 
former Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue James P. Finnegan and al- 
leged fixing of tax cases has set 
a record for length of service, 
court attaches pointed out today. 


Last Wednesday -was the jury’s 
first anniversary, and on the fol- 
lowing day its members, from 
St. Louis and other communities 
in the Eastern District of Mis- 
souri, began a short recess which 
ends tomorrow. Under the law, 
a federal grand jury may serve 
18 months. 


The previous record for long- 
evity set by a federal grand jury 
here was in 1947-48. A jury im- 
paneled Nov. 18, 1947, served un- 
til the following Nov. 9, com- 
pleting an investigation of re- 
ported -vote frauds in Southeast 
Missouri.

last April. The grand jury subse- 
quently indicted Finnegan on 
charges of accepting bribes and 
other official misconduct.

About 300 St. Louisans of Chi- 
nese origin were observing their 
homeland’s New Year today with 
traditional exchanges of igreeting 
cards artistically inseribed with 
wishes for a happy and fprosper- 
ous 4650. 

The cards, taken by jhand to 
friends’ stores and homets instead 
of being sent through the mail, 
are without added decoration, the 
delicate and ornate Chinese char- 
acters being considered’ a thing 
of beauty ‘hard to improve on. 
These, by ancient custom, are writ- 
ten by hand in black ink with 
fine brushes on red pyaper and 
folded four times. 

Charles H. Quin, a ‘leader in 
the colony and president of the 
On Leong Chinese erchants’ 
and Labor Association for nine 
one-year terms ending’ in 1948, 
said he lamented this year a de- 
cline in the number of thandwrit- 
ten messages.

Move Hastened by Crisis. 


Normally the changeover would 
have taken place within 10 days 
but the gravity of the situation 
hastened the move. 

The decision was taken after 
conversations between Farouk and 
United States Ambassador Jef- 
ferson Caffery who acted as in- 
termediary between the King and 
the British. Egyptian Ambassador 

- to London Amir, who is strongly 
pro-British, also had a prominent 
role as intermediary. 

By coincidence Farouk’s dismis- 
gal of Nahas, which occurred in 
accordance with the Egyptian con- 
stitution, comes 10 years from the 
day when Sir Miles Lampson, 
British Ambassador to Cairo, 
forced the King to dismiss Maher 
and take on Nahas as Premier. 

Great importance in the turn 
of Cairo events is attached by a 
well-informed source here to the 
visit the King received on Satur- 
day from Serag el Din, Minister 
of Interior and Nahas’s closest 
aid. 

Leaves Looking Worried. 

Serag el Din remained with the 
King for five hours and left the 
palace with a worried look. 

Here two interpretations are 
being placed on the visit. The 
first is that Serag el Din asked 
Farouk as commander in chief 
of the army to order the troops 
to march on British camps in the 
canal. zone.

Whatever interpretation is the 
true one, my informant says that 
the suggestions put forth by 
Serag el Din convinced the King 
of the necessity of ridding Egypt 
of the man who appeared in- 
capable of preventing riots after 
himself having excited the masses 
against the British. 

It is doubtful if Farouk took 
such a drastic move as replacing 
the popular Nahas at this period 
without absolute certainty that 
the British will do their own 
pacification and appeasement. 

The British are believed to 
have promised the King to an- 
nounce officially their intention 
to evacuate the Suez Canal Zone 
within a reasonable time if Nahas 
were replaced by a more “un- 
derstanding” personality. 

It is believed also that the 
British may soon give Farouk the 
nominal satisfaction of, recogniz- 
ing his title as King of Egypt 
and the Sudan. Titles assumed 
by monarchs don’t always mean 
that they really rule the region 
covered by the title as shown by 
British kings who for four cen- 
turies proclaimed themselves 
kings of France. 

Level-headed Egyptians here 
feel that Farouk’s move is only 
a first step toward decreasing the 
tension. They are looking to 
Washington for settlement of the 
Egyptian-British impasse through 
direct mediation.

Some in G.O.P. Think Taft Has Slipped, 
Partly Because of His Absence and 
Backers’ Bad Strategy at San Francisco.

MPARTIAL G.O.P. observers, who watched the jockeying of Taft 


and Eisenhower forces at the San Francisco Republican strategy 
meeting, came to the conclusion that Taft lost ground, There 
were three reasons for their conclusions: 


1. Taft did not show up to 
greet the politicos. The Senator 
had become irked at Chairman 
Guy Gabrielson for opening up 
the conference to all candidates; 
so ended up by giving the gath- 
ering the cold shoulder, If he 
had attended, shaken hands, 
slapped a few backs, been one 
of the crowd, he might almost 
have sewed up the nomination. 

2. Vic Johnson moved Taft's 
headquarters from the Fairmont 
hotel, where the main meeting 
was_held, to the Mark Hopkins 
hotd. It rained most of the time, 
and a lot of the politicians did 
not go outside the Fairmont. 

3. Dave Ingalls’s speech against 
“glamor” and “sex appeal” can- 
didates left a bad taste with the 
more moderate Republicans, 
especially the women. Though 
the speech was aimed at Eisen- 
hower, it happened that Gov. 
Earl Warren of California, a 
statuesque and handsome figure, 
sat on the platform at the time 
of delivery, and many people 
thought it was also directed at 
him. ‘There was considerable 
sympathy for Eisenhower and 
Warren as a result of Ingalls’s 


speech. 

During the San Francisco meet- 
ing it was also noised about that 
Taft had lost considerable 
strength, including Louisiana, 
Oklahoma, Texas and Indiana, 
which he has been listing as 
“sure.” 

Some G.O.P. politicos think 
that Taft has reached his high 
point and that the slide down- 
ward definitely has begun. Others 
counter that the Eisenhower 
forces are poorly organized and 
it will take a lot of fumbles on 
Taft’s part to lose.

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Germans Want NATO Membership 
IF They Furnish Troops for Army 


Six Ministers, Who Agree on Broad Military 
Plan, Are Jolted by Surprise Request— 
Belgium Wins on Veto Demand.

Their surprise demand for NATO membership, made last night 
at a meeting of West European foreign ministers, interrupted the 
six-nation talks on a unified European army. 


The snag came as the Euro- 
pean diplomatic chiefs announced 
agreement on broad outlines and 
fundamental principles of a one- 
uniform army to function within 
the North Atlantic setup. 

The _West German delegate, 
State Secretary Walter Hallstein, 
insisted Germany should either 
be brought into NATO immediate- 
ly or, if this were not feasible, 
should be given a pledge of mem- 
bership later. If membership were 
postponed for political reasons, 


he demanded an interim system 


which would protect Germany’s 
rights. 
Temporarily Shelved. 

Hallistein’s demand, brought up 
during discussiofis of the pro- 
posed European army’s relation- 
ship with NATO, rocked the for- 
eign ministers from France, Italy, 
Belgium, Holland and Luxem- 
bourg. They shelved the demand 
temporarily, pending study of the 
German bid by their home gov- 
ernments. 


In London, the British said 
they oppose bringing West Ger- 
many into NATO before the pro- 
jected European army pact is 
signed. Informed diplomatic 
sources there said the NATO 
partners have agreed informally 
to give the Bonn government full 
membership after the six-nation 
army is formed. 

These sources expressed some 
fear that the German demand 
might upset the chances of get- 
ting the army pact ratified by the 
various national parliaments. 

The ministers had hoped to fin- 
ish a draft- treaty for the Euro- 
pean army at this meeting. Now 
they face another conference 
some time before Feb. 16, when 
the NATO council opens its ses- 
sions in Lisbon.

Now all 
major policy decisions must get 
the unanimous approval of the or- 
ganization’s six-man Council of 
Ministers. The limitation takes 
away virtually all of the army’s 
supra-national character. 


The chief argument for keeping 
Germany out of the Atlantic pact 
has been that NATO is a group- 
ing of independent national armies, 
something that Germany is not 
supposed to have. The proposal

The biggest slashes, he said, will 
be in military spending and for- 
eign aid. 

Bridges Seeks Review. 


Meanwhile Senator Styles 
Bridges of New Hampshire, Sen- 
ate Republican leader, demanded 
a thorough review of the nation’s 
world commitments to keep 
spending in line with basic secur- 
ity requirements. Present spend- 
ing policies, he said, “are well on 
the way to destroying our econ- 
omy.” Stalin, he added, “would 
like nothing better.” 

Another Republican Senator, 
Everett M. Dirksen of Illinois, ex- 
pressed the hope that the pros- 
pective $14,400,000,000° deficit for 
fiscal 1953 can be cut by seven 
or eight billion dollars. 

Douglas also favored aiming 
the economy ax at the military 
and foreign aid allotments. In a 
broadcast over 15 Illinois radio 
stations, he said the military bud- 
get contains “more waste propor- 
tionately” than the civilian items. 
He proposed a four-billion cut in 
the 51-billion military budget and 
up to two billions in foreign aid. 


‘Ax Must Go Deep.’ 


Maybank suggested that many 
federal projects could be taken 
over by the states, which are “bet- 
ter off” than the Federal Govern- 
ment. “The ax can go deep; the 
ax must go deep,” he said in his 
broadcast. 

D. A. Hulcy, president of the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, meanwhile, topped both 
Douglas and Maybank’s economy 
demands by calling for a $14,- 
400,000,000 budget slash. He also 
opposed any new taxes, which he 
said, “might deal a _ crippling 
blow to the defense program” by 
depriving investors of the incen- 
tive to put their money into busi- 
ness.

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Indochina: What Next? | 


Gov. Dewey could have been sure of even 


‘more applause in Paris than in New York for 


his declaration that the United States should 
meet further Communist aggression in Southeast 
Asia by “every weapon at our command and 
every weapon we may develop in the future.” 
There is nothing the French would like so 


- much as help in their war in Indochina. The 


recent debate in the French Assembly has made 
it all too clear that many of them are sick of 
that struggle. Appropriations for it were re- 
duced; and according to one correspondent, the 
money was voted only because French forces 


- could not be left high and dry, 


Aside from the expense of the struggle, French 
politicians fear that it is tying down troops which 
may be badly needed in North Africa, and that 


_ it will leave France militarily weak just when 


German military strength is to be rebuilt. 

Significantly, these “defeatist” voices were not 
those of Communist deputies whose motives 
would be all too clear, but rather the voices of 
such conservatives as former Premier Daladier. 
One way out, suggested in the debate, was to 
“internationalize” the Indochinese war; that is, 
to transform it into a United Nations responsi- 
bility such as the action in Korea. 

Conceivably, it might come to something like 
that. As the London Economist said: “If the Chi- 
nese invaded Indochina both the Americans and 
the British would find it very difficult in prac- 
tice not to be drawn into providing the French 
and the Vietnamese with all the help that lay in 
their power.” 

Intervention would not be very popular either 
here or in Britain, but it might well help, as Mr. 
Dewey suggested, if Washington made the possi- 
bility clear to the Chinese. New life in the now 
stalled negotiations for a Pacific defense _pact 
also might help. Firmness so expressed might 
deter the Communists. 

At least partial support of Gov. Dewey’s posi- 
tion and a measuve of reassurance to the French 
are to be found in Sunday’s statement to the 
U.N, in Paris by John Sherman Cooper, one of 
the American delegates. He declared that Chi- 
nese aggression in Southeast Asia would demand 
“urgent and earnest consideration by the U.N.” 
The obvious inference, of course, is that the 
United States would support action agreed on 
by the international organization. | 

Yet the French seem disappointed not only by 
the slow arrival of American aid promised to 
the late Marshal de Lattre de Tassigny and 
more recently to Gen, Juin, but also by the 
promises of closer British-American co-operation 
in the Far East made in connection with the 
Churchill-Eden visit to Washington. And they 
cannot have too much hope of turning over the 
war to the U.N. because the Russian? almost 
surely would use their veto to try to prevent 
another joint action such as that in Korea. 

M. Daladier said as much. He thought, how- 
ever, that the U.N. might be able to work out a 
truce to be followed by elections in which the 
Vietnamese provinces could choose the govern- 
ment of their desire. Others went so far as to 
suggest French recognition of Red China in re- 
turn for an end to the hostilities. Such a solu- 
tion would hardly be acceptable to Gov. Dewey. 
The Chinese Communists cannot be allowed to 
shoot their way inte the family of nations, 

Whether “defeatist” talk in Paris makes the 
Communists amenable toa truce may be doubt- 
ed. More likely, it may encourage them to keep 
up the pressure. They have shown themselves 
to be in no hurry in Korea. Certainly, a truce 
followed by negotiations for a general settle- 
ment would he most desirable. But American 
diplomacy and that of the peace-minded U.N. 
Majority can and should weigh the alternatives.

A test will be sought of the 
validity of a statute authorizing issuance of reve- 
nue bonds by the city for such purposes. 

Progress on the off-street parking problem 
has been exasperatingly slow. But the future has 
a brighter glow. The engineering and financial 
studies, essential preliminaries te a sound and 
workable program, should point the way. The 
court test should clear the air legally, Only last 
summer the Missouri Supreme Court upheld 
validity of a similar statute for Kansas City. 

The Jaek of off-street parking in downtown St. 
Louis has long been a blight on the city. About 
two years ago a survey showed that 94,000 auto- 
mobiles were driven downtown each day, al- 
though thefe were only 22,000 parking spaces 
in the central district. Few more have been 
added since, and in the interval the problem 
has grown by leaps and hounds, wate solve it!

Mr, Hoover does have an argument, however,

’ whether Western Europe is important to Amer- 


ican security or not, At one point in his radio 
talk Sunday he argued the negative by arguing 
that the industrial potential of Western Europe, 
if arrayed against us, would be “mostly an 
illusion.” But at another point he seemed to 
understand Europe’s strategic value, for he de- 
elared that the NATO countries must provide 
ground protection to our airfields within their 
boundaries. 

If ‘Western Europe is needed to make Amer- 
ican air power effective as a deterrent to war, 
the question Mr. Hoover ought to ask is how 
Western Europe can be defended. Does he really 
believe it can be defended by telling Europe to 
do the whole job unaided? Does he really be- 
lieve that this kind of defense represents secur- 
ity for the United States? 

Mr. Hoover has modified his “Gibraltarism” 
to the extent that he now admits we have some 
security interests outside the Western Hemis- 
phere. But he still closes his eyes to the con- 
sequences of those interests. Basically, his phi- 
losophy is that those interests should be de- 
fended, but preferably by somebody else. 

How much security for the United States is 
there in that? 
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So Pitiful 

Harry Gross, once New York’s hot-shot book- 
maker, has admitted under oath that he did 
pay off a million dollars a year to some mem- 
bers of the New York police force. He first 
told this story to a grand jury. But later he 
refused to testify and wrecked the trial of 18 
police officers because, he now claims, he pitied 
the defendants and their families: 

I felt enough scandal was uncovered with- 
out sending people to jail....I felt I was 
better off going to jail myself. 

What a touching story. There is a contrast 
between Gross’s sympathetic silence in behalf of 
18 well-placed officers, and his present volubil- 
ity in the trial of two young patrolmen accused 
of letting him eseape custody. How does the 
master of corruption ration his pity? 

But if bookmaker Gross felt he was better 
off going to jail, he ought to be well satisfied, 
for he faces five and 12-year sentences. Chances 
are, since he has talked so much, he feels safer 
in jail.

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A Picton Plan for the weeere 

The AFL Warehouse & Distribution Workers’ 
Union, Local 688, has presented St. Louis with 
a program looking to an orderly transition from 
racial segregation to intergration in our publie 
school system—when and if existing legal bar- 
riers are torn down. | 

The union's report is based on the assumption 
that the days of racial segregation in the public 
schools here are numbered. It points out that a 
suit brought against the Board of Education and 
appealed to the United States Supreme Court 
conceivably could result in an order ending 
segregation. This being the case, reason dictates 
that the eity should be prepared for the change, 
the union feels. 

But it also believes careful conditioning 1s 
necessary if the change is to be quiet and or- 
derly. To that end, the union has drawn an 
eight-point program for consideration by the 
School Beard, the essence of which is the en- 
couragement of interracial participation in school 
activities in many areas where it is possible 
under the law. 

These include mixed participation in certain 
athletic eyents, the racial integration of teachers 
in schools in interracial neighborhoods and the 
establishment of a required high school course 
in human relations, among ether things, 

The union admits its plan is not perfect in de- 
tail and is soliciting comments and construetive 
criticisms, It hopes in this way that weaknesses 
can be brought to light, and that suggestions for 
improvements might be forthcoming. 

This attitude should commend itself to the 
community generally and to the School Board 
in particular. The program is concrete, but far 
from inflexible. As such it deserves mature 
study in every section of the community, and 
particularly by the Board of Education. 
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Behind Egypt’s Rioting 

Drastic action was necessary in Egypt if the 
situation was not to get completely out of control 
and King Farouk has taken it after a vast 
amount of physical damage as well as damage 
te international relations. 

In dismissing Mustapha Nahas Pasha and his 
Wafdist party cabinet, the Egyptian King got 
rid of the Gevernment which had encouraged 
anti-British feeling and demonstrations and then 
was helpless when the continued rioting de- 
stroyed such a world-famous landmark as the 
venerable Shepheard's hotel. 

Not mueh more can be said than that the new 
Government provides for a change. The Premier 
is Aly Maher Pasha, knewn as an independent 
in politics, who had a brief time in the premier- 
ship early.in World War II—until his loyalty 
was called inte question in London, As long as 
the emergency lasts he will funetion as a dic- 
tator. And since “evaeuation of British troops 
and unity of the Nile valley under the Egyp- 
tian crown” eome first among Maher Pasha’s 
policies, the Churchill stand at Suez probably 
will be under fire soon again. | 

For now, the rioting in Cairo and the assaults 
on centers and institutions where Westerners 
congregated are halted. That relieves the pres- 

sure for the moment. It also provides occasion 
for the democratic nations which are grouped 
against the spread of Communist aggression to 
reflect that in some of the old trouble. areas 
the Kremlin will not even need to resort to 
stooge war, Old sores in the conflict between 
eolonial exploiters and native peoples are open- 
ing up again.

In his recent reports on Israel and her 
Arab neighbors Stewart Alsop stated his 
conviction that “Israel is a profound and 
universal obsession with all Arabs; 
.. . this obsession is the central political 
factor throughout the Arab world.” 


The reason for this obsession, Mr. Alsop 
said, is the unsolved problem of Arab refu- 
gees from the Arab-Israeli war, refugees 
still quartered in miserable camps and liv- 
ing on an international dole. 


Mr. Alsop thus implied-—though it seems 
impossible he could believe this himself— 
that relations  he- 
tween Arabs and Is- 
raelis in Palestine 
date in depth and 
ferocity from the 
Arab-Israeli war it: 
self. 

In a previous re- 
port, Mr. Alsop ad- 
vised Americans to 
rid themselves of 
“the illusion that 
Arab hostility toe Is- 
rael is wholly irra- 
tional and without 
depth.” 

Matching these 
opinions leaves one 
with rather a confused view of Mr. Al- 
sop’s views. 

The first requirement for an understand- 
ing of Arab feelings toward Isracli Jews is, 
it seems to us, a recognition of the nature 
of these Jews and the quality of Arab of- 
ficial reaetian to them as long ago as 1920. 


Both Arabs and Jews ,had assisted the 
Allies during World War I, and both re- 
ceived promises in exchange for their 
services. 

The Balfour Declaration gave Jews a 
right to settle in Palestine; a document 
called the McMahon letter was vague 
enough in its prose to suggest that ali of 
Palestine had been promised to the Arabs. 


Thus, from the beginning of the British 
mandate, Arab rulers contended that the 
Jewish National Home was illegal, and 
that all Jews who had come to Palestine 
since the Balfour Declaration were there 
illegally. 

When the United Nations Committee on 
Palestine in 1947 took evidence on the 
question of partition, these Arab rulers 
had not changed their stand. Through the 
Arab League they demanded that the Brit- 
ish get out, that Palestine be turned aver 
in its entirety to them, and that all Jews 
wha had come to the country since the 
mandate he expelled. 


In this differentiation between Jews 
who were in Palestine before the mandate 
and those who came after is ledged the 
key to the anti-Semitism of the Middle 
East of today. 

Feudal lords of the Arab world objected 
from the beginning to Zionist pioneers, 
net because they were Jews, but because 
they were Westerners.

The establishment of the State of Israel 
was opposed by the Arab League not be- 
cause the inhabitants of the state were 
Jews but because the state was democratic 
and Western, 


The proposed Arab state in the partition 
of Palestine was never established, be- 
cause the U.N. had decreed it must be a 
republic. 


Let no one forget that anti-Semitism is 
usually a eloak for some other prejudice; 
anti-Israelism among Arabs is a local ver- 
sion of the Arab’s hatred of Western im- 
perialism and his pasha’s fear of Western 
democracy. 

Israel is a Western democracy: yet it 
was born and raised in the Middle East. 
Unless it is bitterly epposed, unless it is 
erushed, it will inevitably influence the 
medieval Arab world. 

During the mandate many Arabs emi- 
grated from Jordan to the seaport centers 
of Haifa and Tel Aviv, where they pros- 
pered by working for Jewish employers. 
The Arab infant. mortality rate in Pales- 
tine dropped sharply when Arab mothers 
went to Hadassah pre- and post-natal clin- 
ics. Trachoma among Palestinian Arabs 
was wiped out by Hadassah doctors and 
nurses. This pattern of social progress, if 
allowed to continue, would sooner or later 
have put it up to the Abdullahs and the 
Farouks to treat their people likewise and 
deliver them to a new hope and a new 
happiness. 

It was a logical move, therefore, when 
the Arab League defied the U.N., refused 
to establish an Arab republic in Palestine, 
and declared its intention of aborting 
Israel and driving the Jews inte the sea. 
Arabs living among Jews were ordered 
and exhorted to leave; and many did. They 
were promised-—on their return behind the 
conquering Arab armies—the houses and 
goods of their Jewish neighbors. Instead 
they have dwelt since their flight in the 
disgraceful camps Which Mr. Alsop and 
others have described. Their plight is thus 


(rather than a eause) of Arab feeling’ 


against Israel, which, simply translated, 
means Arab feeling against the West and 
its democratic ways. 


The Jewish problem in the Middle East 
is, therefore, really the Western problem. 
Israel is.a beachhead of Point Four. It is 
a pioneer movement from the West to the 
East. It is the twentieth century impinging 
on the ninth eentury. If the Arabs ap- 
proved of it they would appreve of the 
West, and the prenens dilemma in that 
part of the werld would not exist. 


The feeling of Arab for Israeli is indeed 
deep. It will net be assuaged until the 
Arab has what the Israeli has—demeoeratic 
freedom, emancipation from agricultural 
serfdom, economic seeurity for himself and 
his family, edueation for his children, and 


the chance to eat well and stay healthy,

An airplane man- 
ufacturer, realizing that he wauld soon 
have to hire 20,000 women, called his 
managers together to discuss the- prob- 
lem. Among. other things they decided 
to erder a pretty light blue uniform and 
white eaps. When the women re 
te work they were not wholly pleased with 
this teuch for the managers with visiens 
of svelte Rosie the wage in their heads, 
had ordered ony one size, The women, 
of eourse, came in several sizes, Further- 
more, they didn’t want to wear cute uni- 
forms at all, but overalis as the men did. 
It was after several such. incidents that 
the manager decided to consult the Wom- 
en's Bureau. The girls wore overalls, 


An important phase of the bureau's 
work has been to fight diserimination 
against women even in the bureau's own 
werk. In its early days a proviso was put 
in its appropriations bill that enly twe 
wens on the staff eould be paid more 
han $2000 a year. A Senator from Utah 
felt that no woman on earth was worth 
more than that. This difficulty was set- 
tled when the Reclassification Act, which 
the bureau had worked for, set qualifica- 
tions and salaries for ciyil service em- 
ployes regardless of sex.

A Gentle, Modest Man. 


The truth is, of course, that the 
candidate is mild-mannered, al- 
most gentle.

There is about him a modesty 
that is also novel and refreshing 
in a public figure on the national 
horizon, 

How far Candidate Kefauver 
will get is anyone’s guess. In 
his own party are powerful 
forces, including in all probabil- 
ity President Truman himself, 
who mean to block his ambition 
if they can.

Special Tax Favors. 


Curiously enough, the most vo- 
ciferous clamor for economy 
comes from those same interests 
that enjoy tax favors and exemp- 
tions of somé sort and another. 
At the same time, they bring in- 
fluence to bear in Congress to 
protect their privileges which, of 
themselves, help build up de- 
ficits by cutting down tax yields. 

They are, too, the very inter- 
ests which gain most from our 
democratic capitalistic system, 
with its safeguards for private 
enterprise, and might be expect- 
ed to be ready to invest the most 
in a defense program to maintain 
that system against the threats 
of Communist totalitarianism. 

Once Congress opened the pan- 
dora tax box, out would pop the 
demand that, first of all, it re- 
move these privileges of which 
the public is becoming increas- 
ingly conscious. President Tru- 
man has called attention to them 
repeatedly, as he did again in his 
burget message, when he said: 


“The need for improving the 
equity of the tax system gives 
me as much concern as the need 
for revenue. The tax laws should 
not be used as a means of grant- 
ing special favors or hiding spe- 
cial subsidies. Glaring injustices 
in our tax laws should be elimi- 
nated before those with modest 


more are carefully concealed in 
appropriation bills so the public 
cannot find out about them, as 
the President carefully explained, 
or secreted in technical language 
of tax bills. Occasionally they 
have been exposed in Congress 
by public-spirited members, but 
little publicized. 


Defense Plant Privileges. 


The biggest tax privileges of 
all are the special exemptions 
granted to industries for plant 
expansion for defense. Some are 
on a scale so completely unwar- 
ranted that they were a 
“bonanza” by a House subcom- 
mittee that investigated them un- 
der direction of Representative 
Porter Hardy (Dem.), Virginia. 
Some exemption is justified, but 
not on the scale allowed. Hun- 
dreds of millions in revenue 
could have been saved here by 
careful administration of the law.

U.N. GROUP REJECTS 


EFFORTS TO OUST 
ALLIES FROM LIBYA 


PARIS, Jan. 28 (AP)—United 
Nations Political Committee No. 
2 today rejected Russian and 
Egyptian proposals that western 
Allied air bases and troops be 
forced to quit the newly founded 
kingdom of Libya. 

The strongly worded Russian 
proposal was voted down in parts. 
A paragraph which said the bases 
were maintained in Libya for car- 
rying out “military plans of the 
aggressivé Atlantic bloc” was 
turned down 38 to 5 (Soviet bloc) 
with 10 countries abstaining. 

Another paragraph calling for 
withdrawal of all foreign troops 
and liquidation of foreign military 
basés in three months attracted 
only six votes, Iran voting with 
the Soviet bloc. Thirty-two coun- 
tries voted against it, 14 abstained. 

An Egyptian proposal for re- 
moval of foreign troops in six 
months and turning bases over to 
the new Libya government was 
defeated 29 to 14, with 10 ab- 
stentions. 

The committee voted 47 to 5, 
with two abstentious, a Russian 
attempt to knock out a plea for 
U.N. membership now for Libya.

It also compleined to Inter- 
agency that people of this district 
had been trying unsuccessfully 
since 1944 to get co-operation 
from the federal Bureau of Recla- 
mation. Furtlermore, the dis- 
trict’s spokesman, J. K. McKin- 
ney, secretary, speaking for his 
own organization and other in- 
terested Nebraska electric power 
and irrigatior. groups, objected to 
the extensive plans of the Recla- 
mation Bureau for the lower 


Platte. 
Called Detrimental. 

“For our area,” McKinney said, 
“we feel that many of these pro- 
posals are detrimental to best in- 
terests of the people and to the 
future economy of the area, par- 
ticularly under present federal 
requiremetts.” 

The situation is an innovation 
in the six-and-one-half-year his- 
tory of Interageney, which here- 
tofore has dealt essentially with 
the undertakings andthe fre- 
quently conflicting interests of 
the big federal agencies in plans 
for the whole Missouri Valley.

ANY a parent has been driven to do what his own judg- 

M ment opposes in relation to his child because of the 

pressure of an onlooker. Certain standards of beliavior 

in children have long been set in the minds of the people. 

These standards vary according to the background and culture 

of the individuals, but each has his standards against which 

children, and their parents, are judged and, too often, found 
wanting. . 

Grandparents, who have reared a family and now sit 
on the sidelines to watch their children rear the next family, 
always have a cherished standard for the rearing of the 
grandchildren and it will be colored by their own experiences 
and background. Whatever it is, it will differ from that of 
the young parents. Relatives on both sides have their opinions 
too about the rearing of the children. So have the neighbors.

Patch Test Given to St. Louis Pupils in Search for Clues to Unknown Victims

“We really don't expect to find 
active tuberculosis cases among 
children," said Dr. Lloyd Tate, 
director of the Board of Educa- 
tion's Department of- Hygiene. 
“We always hope, of course, that 
we won't do so. But the tuber- 
culin patch test reactions can lead 
us to the source of infection and 
that’s where we must control the 
disease.” 

The other day, four doctors 
and four nurses from the Board 
of Education, directed by Dr. 
Tate and with the aid of repre- 
sentatives of the Tuberculosis 
and Health Society, administered 
the test to 974 pupils, at the 
Hodgen School, 2748 Henrietta 
street. It was the fourth school 
where younger pupils have been 
tested in the past year in a pro- 
gram which Dr. Tate hopes 
eventually will cover the entire 
city system. For several years, 
all eleventh and twelfth grade 
pupils have been given chest 
X-rays. 

The record of the patch test 
program this far is a hopeful one, 
evidence of the progress which 
has been made in the discovery 
and control of the disease, Dr. 
Tate said. ; 

Although records are not com- 
plete at Hodgen, indications are 
that only 51 of the 974 students 
showed any positive reaction to 
the test. It is doubtful, doctors 
said, that any active tuberculosis 
cases Will be found among those 
51 judging from results of other 
school tests. 


At Dumas School, 31 pupils 
were tested. Of those, seven stu- 
dents or 22.6 per cent showed 
positive reactions but no active 
cases were found on further 
X-rays. At Kennard School, 70 


were tested, with three pupils or 
4.2 per cent positive, no active 
cases. At Shaw, 38 were tested, 
with three, or 7.9 per cent posi- 
tive, no active cases. ‘ 

The Hodgen program is the 
first all-school project. All but a 
few parents gave their written 
consent and the sfudents and par- 
ents alike were prepared for the 
test by a special film on the dis- 
covery and care of tuberculosis. 

ee ae 
HE test consists of placing a 
T small strip of adhesive on the 
child’s back. The strip is 
treated with patches containing 
dead tuberculosis germs which 
cause a reaction on the skin if 
there are any tuberculosis germs 

in the child’s system. 

If a pupil is a positive reactor, 
he and all the adults in his family 
are asked to Undergo chest 
X-rays to determine if he is in 
daily contact with an active case. 
Should tuberculosis be found in 
the home, the family is apprised 
by health authorities and asked 
to see the family physician or 
enter a clinic for treatment. 

“The important thing about 
this test is that it gives us a di- 
rect lead to the source case,” said 
Dr. Tate, “Tuberculosis is a 
symptomless disease in its early 
stages but that is when it is cur- 
able with less time and less 


problem of tuberculosis 
among children has shown a 
marked decrease in the past gen- 
eration, Dr. Tate said. Statis- 
tics show that the illness 4s oc- 
curring more in the older age 
brackets and not so much with 
younger people. 

St. Louis has improved its own 
tuberculosis record, falling from 
second highest among major 
cities in 1932 to ninth in 1950. 
St. Louis’ present rate is 33.4 
tuberculosis deaths per 100,000 
population in a year, comparing

with a figure of 56.4 for Balti- 
more, the highest city in tuber- 
culosis deaths, and a national av- 
erage of 22.2. 

In St. Louis, the number of 
deaths per year caused by tuber- 
culosis has decreased steadily 
during the past decades. In 1923 
there were 109; ig 1940, 59. 

There are approximately 2200 
known cases in St. Louis now. 

‘National authorities have 
pointed out that we are making 
rapid progress in saving people 
from death from this disease, but 
making slower progress in pre- 
venting people from developing 
tuberculosis,” Dr. Tate said. 

“Cases are being discovered 
earlier and the techniques for 
treatment have improved im- 
medsurably, but of course as lon 
as there are any undiscovere 
cases, tuberculosis remains @ tre- 
mendous problem.” 

The tuberculin patch test is 
only one part of the case-finding 
program of the Tuberculosis and 
Health Society. Because of the

Four youngsters who were 
too ill to be in school during the 
day were brought to the building 
by their mothers in order to teke 
the test, he said. 


Presence of the tuberculosis 
germs in the child’s system does 
not necessarily mean he will fall 
victim to the disease, doctors said. 
X-rays which follow a positive 
reaction on the. patch test fre- 
quently reveal small calcified 
areas in the pupil’s lungs which 
have “walled up” the . disease 
germs. 

“Those germs may never trouble 
the patient during his lifetime,” 
Dr. Tate said. “However, if he 
is around someone who hag active 
tuberculosis or if his own resist- 
ance becomes low because of lack 
of sleep and nourishing food or 
because of illness or fatigue, that 
calcified area may break down 
and the individual will become 
seriously ill with tuberculosis. 


“This is just another step in 
our program to discover potential 
sources of infection early and 
save these youngsters from the 
disease. With continued testing 
programs and good treatment, we 
feel that within another genera- 
tion, tuberculosis will be no more 
of a problem than diphtheria is 
today.”

| Led Three Lives’ 


Following is the eighth in a 
series from the forthcoming book, 
“I Led Three Lives,” by Herbert 
A. Philbrick. The author, a Bos- 
ton advertising man, became an 
undercover agent for the FBI 
after he unwittingly joined a 
Communist front organization, 
and was an important govern- 
ment witness in the trial and 
conviction of 11 top Communist 
leaders in New York in 1949. 


HE Communist party swathed 
itself in patriotism and gave 


itself wholeheartedly to the — 


winning of the war—while at the 
same time in secret classes in 
Cambridge it was teaching me 
the necessity of violent revolu- 
tion to hammer out a Communist 
victory. 

It was the most peaceful re- 
alignment of party policy I ever 
observed. The only outward sign 
I saw was the sudden termination 
of Dave Bennett’s classes on 
Marxist revolution. William Z. 
Foster protested privately but 
went along. Sam Darcy, a cen- 
tral committeeman, protested 
publicly, and was expelled. 

At one of our cell meetings with 
Alice Gordon soon after I joined 
the party, the subject for discus- 
sion was the national committee’s 
proposal for abolition of the party 
and creation of the milder and 
more co-operative Communist 
Political Association. I decided 
to rock the boat: . 

“Look,” I said, borrowing a 
page from the uncompromising 
bolshevism of Gus Johnson, “for 
generations the suppressed work- 
ing peoples all over the world 
have been dreaming of the over- 
throw of their oppressors and the 
establishment of the dictatorship 
of the proletariat. For years we 
have been their champions in the 
struggle. Now are we going to 
throw all that out the window— 
admit that we were wrong, or 
acknowledge that we are weak?” 

The question spurred someone 
to answer with the suggestion 
that the revolution was not being 
canceled—merely postponed. That 
was what I was waiting for. 


The meeting broke up in con- 
fusion. Our cards were handed 
around and we were instructed to 
make a mental note of the num- 
ber and tear them up. Most 
members of the C.P.A. would 
keep their cards but those of us 
who were under cover would not 
run any risk of detection. We ex- 
amined the new cards. A waste- 
basket was furnished for us to 
drop them in. 

In the confusion of disbanding, 
with many of the cell members 
keeping me busy by informal con- 
tinuation of the dispute I had 
started, I took a risk, surrepti- 
tiously tearing up my card, and 
slipped it in my pocket for trans- 
mission to the FBI. I took the 
chance that the wastebasket 
scraps might be examined, but 
fortunately they were not. 

The district office in the Little 
Building was the focal point of 
Communist operations throughout 
all of New England, and so I was 
in an extremely advantageous 
position as an intelligence agent 
for the FBI. 

Headquarters officers wunwit- 
tingly helped me by screening 
my movements from the public 
and the police. The party itself 
wanted me to remain under- 
ground if possible.

four rooms at the end of a corri- 
dor on the Tremont street wing 
of the building, next door to the 
Majestic Theater and directly 
across the street from the Hotel 
Touraine. Fanny Hartman, the 
district organizer, and the real 
district leader, was a vest pocket 
edition of party stalwart Eliz- 
abeth Gurley Flynn, but what she 
lacked in size and power she more 
than made up in skill and preci- 
sion. As the strategic brain of 
the New England Communist 
party she demanded and received 
unwavering loyalty from every 
one under her jurisdiction. 

She was in time double-crossed 
and crushed by the very machine 
to which she had enslaved her- 
self. In 1945 she was elbowed 
aside by the national hierarchy 
in favor of Emanuel Blum, who 
was a more powerful political 
strategist but a blundering fool 
by comparison,

TIS HOOD was the front man 

for the party in New England, 

nominally the Massachusetts 
chairman, a public Communist 
who perpetually ran on the party 
ticket for offices ranging from 
governor of Massachusetts to Bos- 
ton school committeeman. 

Another in the public eye was 
Anne Burlak, known throughout 
New England as “The Red Flame,” 
a title she acquired—not from the 
color of her hair—which was 
blonde—but because of her lead- 
ership in violent strike activity in 
Lawrence, Lowell, Providence and 
other cities in the area. 

William Harrison was another 
occupant of the district office. 
The perennial vice president of 
the district, Bill held a title 
which had neither meaning nor 


power. He was the editor of the 
Boston Chronicle, a Negro news- 
paper. 

It was from Fanny Hartman 
that I got my first inkling of the 
innermost secret organization of 
a political conspiracy that is based 
on concentric circles of secrecy. 
The cell to which I belonged was 
too sour over my deviation, even 
though it was anticapitalist devia- 
tion, to elect me a delegate to the 
District One convention in the 
spring of 1944, 

At the last moment, however, I 
received a call from Fanny Hart- 
man: “I think it would be good if 
te would come to the conven- 
tion.” 


Fanny greeted me warmly, and 
then went into a huddle with the 
credentials official. Finally they 
produced a visitor’s card on which 
Fanny wrote my first name. She 
paused reflectively a moment, 
then scribbled another entry on 
the card and handed it to me. 
“Here,” she said, “this will take 
“you in and out of the various ses- 
sions.” 

Across the face of the card was 
written “Herb,” and then the 
cryptic designation— 

“Pro-4,” 

In all of my associations with 
Communists and their front or- 
ganizations I had never before 
heard of such a tag. At head- 
quarters and elsewhere I had run 
across countless names of party 
cells and groups, names like the 
Dorchester Debs, or the John 
Reed Club. But this was new to 
me, and for a long time—a matter 
of years—I wondered about and 
searched for the answer to 
“Pro-4.” 

I sent the Pro-4 information 
along to Hal Leary.

I picked up everything I could 
without actually rifling the head- 
quarters files: copies of directives 
turned out by mimeograph, sheets 
of discard carbon paper on 
which a letter was legible, hasty 
notes on snatches of conversation, 
telephone numbers and addresses. 
If a party functionary crawled a 
memorandum on tablet, I made 
an excuse to get the underlying 
sheet of paper off the pad. The 
disturbance of the fibres of the 
paper was indelible, and the mes- 
sage written by the functionary 
could easily be deciphered by the 
FBI's scientific laboratories. 

More often than not the FBI 
knew of a forthcoming meeting, 
including the date, place, ‘those 
in attendance, speakers, and even 
what the speaker would say, long 
before the information was in the 
— of rank-and-file party mem- 

rs. 

Even while my spying was most 
active, I felt that I was most per- 
sistently spied upon. One night 
after a meeting at the Bennett 
aparment in Cambridge, I walked 
toward a bus stop on Massachu- 
setts avenue for a bus to North 
Station. I suddenly became aware 
that I was being followed. I 
thought it possible that my imagi- 
nation might be deceiving me, so 
I determined to give it a test. 
I strolled in leisurely fashion, en- 
joying the evening air, half way 
across Cambridge, following a 
circuitous route down dark gas- 
lighted streets, stopping to look 
into store windows, wandering al- 
most aimlessly. I headed in the 
general direction of the Central 
Square subway station where I 
could catch a train to North Sta- 
tion. All that distance, despite the 
twists and turns I made across the 
city, the shadow stayed a discreet 
distance behind me until I en- 
tered the subway. 
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WAS not immune even at home. 

In the summer of 1944 I staged 

an American Youth for Democ- 
racy outing at my house in Wake- 
field. Most of the crowd, assem- 
bling for a day of swimming at 
the nearby beach, and games and 
social activities in our big, barn- 
like garage, came toward midday 
by train. But quite unexpectedly, 
two carloads of young members 
arrived ahead of them by car. 

In a gay, holiday mood, the six 
or eight early arrivals swarmed 
into the house. Before Eva or I 
realized what was happening, they 
had fanned out through the spa- 
cious rooms. I found one of the 
young men on the attic stairway, 
peering curiously into the dark- 
ened corners of the attic toward 
the gable end, where the big cedar 
closet stood against the false wall. 
Fortunately everything they were 
looking for was behind that wall. 

I was able to turn a small-scale 
coup on them, As a motion pic- 
ture hobbyist, I made a complete 
film record of the outing, which 
went into the FBI files for identi- 
fication purposes—identification, 
that is, of meny who attended ex- 
cept a few who persistently 
turned their backs to the lens. 

I was warned several times by 
the Bureau that traps would be 
‘set for me b> the party, and to be 


wary. On one occasion I was 
scheduled to mimeograph and 
mail out a large quantity of party 
material from the district head- 
quarters office Several days be- 
fore I undertook the job, Chair- 
man Otis Hood made a special 
point of t-lling me that, on that 
particular night, all of the head- 
quarters personnel would be bisy 
elsewhere and the office would 
be deserted. On the appointed 
afternoon I showed up just be- 
fore closing time. Hood suggested 
that he give me his key so that I 
could return after a quick supper 
and continue my work. He showed 
me exactly where to put the key 
when I left for the night—in the 
top drawer of the receptionist’s 
desk by the front window—and 
admonished me to be sure to lock 
the office door and close it tight. 

I assured him I would and 
went out to supper. When I re- 
turned there was no one in the 
office. This was a perfect oppor- 
tunity. Now I could get my hands 
on the material in the office files, 
in Hood's desk, in Fanny Hart- 
— s sanctorum. It was too per- 
ec 
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NSTEAD, I stayed right on the 
]iop in the outer office, I did 

not go into any of the other 
rooms. I worked at the mimeo- 
graph machine, at the card files, 
at the typewriter by the reception 
desk directly in front of the win- 
dow where I could be seen plainly 
from the building across the 
street. 

When I left I stepped to the 


~ drawer of the desk by the big 


window and carefully placed the 
key where Hood had ordered me. 
Then I closed the drawer, turned 
out the light, checked the snap 
lock on the door and closed it 
tight. 

There had not been a single in- 
discreet move on my part. For 
across the street in the Hotel 
Touraine I knew there were party 
watchers, scrutinizing me careful- 
ly with binoculars through the 
big front windows of the district 
office. They could see where I 
went and they could plainly ob- 
serve me replacing the office key 
in the designated place. How I 
— all this must remain a se- 
cret. 

During that long evening at the 
district office, where the party 
counterspies could watch my ac- 
tions but not my plans, I was 
able to devise a scheme the de- 
tails of which must still remain 
secret. It gave to the FBI in- 
formation they wanted on direc- 
tives and secret documents cov- 
ering the party’s plans and poli- 
cies in New England. The district 
leaders do not know to this day 


how it was done.
